While the methods of Judge Landis on the bench have met with 
severe criticism at times we believe that he has performed a real 
service to the country and to the courts in bringing our judicial By* 
leni a little closer to the people and in demonstrating that judges are 
human being after all. True, his methods .should not serve as an ex- 
ample perhaps to other jurists, but in his own ease they have been 
;;istified by results. 

Undoubtedly Judge Landis has made a wise decision in resigning 
from the bench. He has been under constant criticism since he ac- 
cepted tbe place of supreme arbiter of baseball almost two years ago 
and it must be admitted that much of this criticism baa been justified, 
although inspired in many instances by enemies Judge Landis has 
made through his judicial decisions. It is not desirable that our fed- 
eral judges should have outside duties of this kind and it is more 
than probable that congress will pass a law that will prevent such 
outside interests in the future. 

It is proof, however, of the true greatness of Judge Landis ttiat 
this criticism has not diminished his prestige or popularity as a judge. 
He is a fighler for all things American and his unique abilities can 
«<nd should be utilized for the public welfare when he retires from the 
federal bench. It is our prediction that Kenesaw Mountain Landis 
will be beard from in matters other than those relating to baseball.

theory expounded), an dthen recross to their homeland! better off in 
body and purse for their experiences. They invariably return on 
the vehicle of American dollars, no matter what the vehicle oi Which 
they arrived. What they have lost in international reputation nud 
prestige they have gained in worldly goods. 

Being foreigners, they Have that uncanny sticky palm to which 
American dollars have a peculiar attraction. They have as fell a 
Strange magnetic appeal which the curiosity of Americans is unable 
to resist. The result is their lectures are well attended and their ef- 
forts quite naturally well compensated. And i nthe meantime Amer- 
ican lecturers— those at least who ar« unable to make punitive , xj»edi 
tioiM to Kuropc— are compelled to take hack seats. There is no mar- 
ks! for American lecturers in America just now. The demand is for 
Imported goods. And thecs same lecturers return home lalkinjr about

The horse census shows a total of 
£1448,060 horses in the country. Iowa 
leading all other States with a total 
of IJ&WJStt; with Illinois a close sec- 
ond. Kansas third, then Texas. Ne- 
braska, Minnesota and Missouri. Ouly 
six in every thousand horses, how ever, 
are pure-tred. 

The government i9 giving practical 
assistance to farmers and breeders in 
improving the breed of At. cric;:n 
horses, through the Remount IJervlce 
of the Army which, last year. lUppllcd 
the use ol 120 highly bred stallions 
purchased at a cost of J95.OD0. by Con- 
gressional appropriation. Tbe num- 
ber was further augmented through 
the donation of 85 pure-bred stallions 
valued conservatively at 1250,000. by 
members of the American Remount 
Association. 

This Association, an Independent 
organization of owners, breeders and 
others Interested tn the breeding of 
better horses and mules. Is actively 
working to effect the development of 
a larger supply of well-bred horses. 
To this end, the Association lends Its 
support materially to all forms of 
mounted cports. such as horse-back 
riding, polo playing, racing, horse- 
shows, hunt-meets and stale and coun- 
ty fairs, through the distribution of 
cups and cash prizes. It also watches 
legislative interests of breeders and 
owners, disseminates information on 
breeding and endeavors to encourage 
ihe commercial use of horses. 

"While the number of horses in the 
country at present is sufficient and 
our draft stock unsurpassed, there Is 
a woeful shortage of good horses." 
said A. A. Cederwald. secretary of 
the Association, here recently, "litis 
is evident from the demand and the 
prices at which the best sell, while the 
Inferior ones cannot be sold for what 
it has cost to raise them. 

This is the age of efficiency In ev- 
erything and this applies as strongly 
to the horse as to anything else. The 
demand Is for the horse that can do 
the job efficiently and economically, 
pulling a heavy load or working under 
the saddle. If one is hreedlng draft 
horses, he should produce the best 
draft horses possible, and if breeding 
riding horses, he should produce the 
best riding horses possible. 

"The production of the high-class 
riding horse Is of paramount import- 
ance at the present time on account 
of the dearth of such horses In this 
country. If an efergency should ariso, 
the problem of obtaining horses to 
mount our Army would be one of the 
most serious problems confronting 
purchasing officers. 

"Agents aro continually scouring 
the country for saddle horses for park 
and show-ring use, for cross country 
work and for polo mounts, and oattl* 
ranchers are having sorlous dllBcuitJ 
In finding sullablo horses for their 
cow-boys. 

"The only solution for both ihe 
Army Hnd eommerclul demnndM is the 
production of the right kind of niii- 
miils for these various kinds Of « >rk, 
ull of which demand the highest type 
of riding horses.

"O nthe whole I am a pro-Pussy- 
foot." declared (ieorge nemard Shaw 
on boing queried as to whether he op- 
posed prohibition. "If a natural 
choice between drunkenness and so- 
briety were possible in our civiliza- 
tion. 1 should leave the people free to 
choose. Rut when I see an enormous 
naptltalial organization pushing drink 
under people's noses at every corner 
and pocketing the price whilst leaving 
me and others to pay the colossal 
damages then I am prepared to smash 
tJiat organization and make It as easy 
for a poor man to be sober if he wants 
to as It Is for his dog " 

This statement caused G. K Ches- 
terton to rise In his wrath. "What Mr. 
Shaw has to say Is exactly typical of 
the whole blunder about those things" 
retorted Chesterton. 'He actually 
mentions the truth and then misses it 
"The evils from which people suiter 
Bprtng from the fundamental evil that 
properly, which should be normal to 
the ordinary citizen, has become 
something which a few people DOSSOSt 
Mid most people don't. 

"When people's brains are tired as 
they are now, It is very much easier 
to look nt the symptoms than at the 
cause They say therefore, that If we 
abolish th-.' public house a lot of those 
evlle would not occur; just as when 
the evil has become bad that people 
ec out. as they soon may, with bricks 
and stones and kill other people, It 
may be said that If we weer to aboljah 
bricks and stones there would be no 
riotts. 

"When people are not in the mood 
for going to th« roots of things they 
then exclaim- Tut off all these ugly 
branches.' 

"For that matter It would be easy 
enough to represent that the capital- 
ist is not all on the side of beer. 

"It is perfectly indefensible that 
they should be In judicial positions at 
all In the matter of licensing hours."

l.ACK OF SPRAYS LOIVL'RRS 

FRUIT YIELDS TO PECKS 

Lexington, Ky., .March 4.— Failure 
of farmers to check the ravage of in- 
sect pests by spraying at the proper 
time Of the year is 0110 of the several 
main causes for the low avenge pro- 
duction of peaob und apple trees in 
Kentucky, ucci.ru. to experienced 
fruit men. The latest census reports 
the average production of bearing ap- 
ple trees as slightly more than one 
Learing apple trees as slightly more 
than one and one-fourth pecks and 
that of bearing peach trees as a little 
more than one peck. San Jose scale 
and peach leaf f.url are the particular 
pests demanding attention at this time 
of the year, according to the fruit men. 

Accordin gto the latest census, Ken- 
tucky had o.472,93G apple trees of 
bearing age that produced only 1,- 
2880,549 bushels of fruit while her I,- 
071,044 peach trees of bearing age 
yielded 45II.CS1 bushels of fruit. While 
several other conditions, such as soli 
and climatic ones, contributed toward 
l educing the average yield of each ap- 
ple tree in the State to a little more 
than 1.36 pecks and that of each 
peach tree to 1.1 pecks, destruction by 
insects is the particular problem that 
should receive attention now in re- 
medying the Bituntlon. the fruit men 
say,

a dormant spray of commercial lime 
sulphur using one part of the mater- 

' !nl to eight or ten of water in order 
to control San Jcec scale, according 

I to orchardists at the Kentucky Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. Since it 
is important that this pest De controll- 
ed before the leaves begin to appear, 
it is essential that the spray bo ap- 
plied as soon as weather conditions 
permit 

Spraying peach trees with self-boil- 
ed lime sulrhur composed of 16 
pounds of lime, 15 pounds of SUlphUi 
md. 50 gallons of water controls both 
the San Jose scale and peach leaf 
curl, according to the station men. 

In order to help farmers of the State 
with their spraying problems this 
spring, the station, which is located 
at Lexington, is sending out spray 
schedules and directions for mixtug 
sprays to thoBe who request them. 

The control of artillery was assign- 
ed by George Washington to General 
Henry Knox, less than 20 years of age.
